ANnoi^(?8. theio^^^ of March h.i. of the following night, 
(after the 1^4/14;^ way of counting) ztBonoma^ lobferved 
a path of Light extended from the whale through Eridamis 5 
which I judged to be the Train of a C^;^;^f^,both by the Figure and 
Colour, as alfo bccaufe tliat the direilion of it, being by the 
Fancy continued^ feem'd to proceed unto the 2 1 . degr. oiPifces^ 
where the Sun then was ^ and fo tended to the part oppofit to the 
Suny li ke other Comets. By its extreme point it reached to that 
Star in Eridanus^ which is called the Fourteenth by Bayerus : But 
it iflued out of the Horizontal Clouds, fo «that I thought, the 
Head of the Comet was either vailed by them^ or hid under the 
Borizen. It followed the Motion of diurnal revolution Weft- 
w ardj and it was to be feen about the fecond hour of the night 5 
for then it was demerfed in the miifls of the Horizon. 

Not far from its pointed end Eaftward^ there appeared a Star^ 
equal toihe brighteftof the Fourth magnitude^ almoft in the 
faraeplace, wherewasobferv'dtheOw^/of A. 1664. Beamh. 
31. which Star was not f^o^feen^ nor at other times elfewhere^ 
nor is defer ibed in any Catalogue, on any Globe or Map, that I 
can learn •, which therefore I deem to be a Nm one, that is^ of 
new appearance. 

March 11. at even tbe Horizon was in the We^ overeaft with 
thin Clouds 5 among which after one hour of thenight, there 
was feen a Brightnefs in the whale ^ at leaft for half an hour, 
which was very like the fplendour of Venus ^ likewife vailed by 
thin clouds. 

March 1 2. at nightp the lower parts of the Heavens in the Wc^ 
were clouded ^ and when the Great Dog-fisr was in the Mid- 
heaven^ the fame Tail appeared again. It pafTed through the Star 
m Eridanusy which Bajerus calls the i sth^ and left to the^^^^^- 
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ivard the 1 4-dh where it did terminate Mirr/^ lo. Being by the 
imag'nationdrawnout to about 3. degrees and further, it tended 
to that Souchern Star, which preceds the E?d' oi' Lepfis. It was 
therefore more Northerly^ than the day before yeflerday, and 
more Ea/Ierlj-^ and it alfo reachcto theoppofitpart of theSun. 
Towards the Wefl it carae out of the Clouds, and left us doubt - 
ful^ whether its head was hid by them^ or under the Horizon. But 
the Line from ^ufiter to the extremity of the faid Tayle in the 
Clouds was perpendicular to that Tayle 5 So that it was in the 
Whdc:^ and the apparent part of the Train reached out in length 
about 3 ^. degrees.

March $.{!t.vi. Bat forasmuch as itfeems to follow the Re- 
gular courfe 0^ the Sun;, and lets few hours after it, there could 
hitherto be taken no confiderable obfervations of it. The^^iy 
thereof is not feen, becaufe it remains hid in the Horizon. Its 
Trainls ofaftupendious length, extended in appearance overal- 
mod: the 4th part of the vifible Heaven, from Weft to Eaft 5 its 
apparent breadth is of a good Palm, and its fplendor very greatj 
but it lafts but a few hours. In time there will be difcourfes writ- 
ten upon this Subjed, like to be more particular and ^%z&. 
whichlOiall tranfmit to you^ to compare with the Obfervations 
made JO your parts. 



Though thefe accounts he hut z^ery general and un- accurate^ yet 
being the befiy that are come to onr hands ^ we thought it not amifs^ to 
impart them to thefuhltck. Several letters^ %vritten from France^ 
make alio mention of its having been feen in [undry farts cf that 
Kingdom^ 4.c 4i- Lyons^ Tholoufej Toulon^ bra not at Vaiis -^ no 
more than it hath been obferved at London^ or in any other fart of 
England;j that we can hear of by any certain relation.
